The mat- 
ter is closed. and of the past, 4s 
far as Jam concerned.

Secretary Melion said he was to 
meet Count Volpi. the Italian Fi- 
nance Minister, this afternoon, and 
Premier Mussolini at a later Mate 
vet to be fixe’2. He made it clear 
that both were purely courtesy Vis- 
its. No audience with the Pope 
has yet beem arranged. 

“With political cond'tions in Eu- 
rope as they are,.’’ Mellon said, ‘it 
is natura! that rumors should come 


up. but the fact is that I have not,

The transactions are always 
conducted in vivid Fren¢th. Eng- 
lish is truly a dead language in 
Joliette. Prohibition is nothing 
more than an ecMo, since no Amer- 
icans pass that way. Five li- 
censed hotels manage to e6urvive, 
as well as the liquor shops. They 
do a lively trade in wines. In ad- 
dition grocery shops sell beer. 

Saturday night is .as sober as 
Monday morning. Arrests for 
breaches of the peace, are few. 

This condition is quite general 
in the small towns, villages and 
more sparsely populated areas, un- 
less they happen to be on a tour- 
ist highway. This makes all the 
difference in the world. There 
is little or no interference with 
the making of hard cider by the 
farmer for his own use or with 
the brewing of elderberry, currant, 
dandelion, bluet and other varie- 
ties of native wine dear to the 
heart of the habitant,. 

Complaints Promptly Investigated. 

The Quebec district of the Liq- 
uor Commission, as distinct from 
the Montreal district, is a straggl- 
ing area that runs 600 miles east 
and west, and north to Hudson 
Bay. Complaints reach the com- 
n.ission from the most remote 
spots, and inspectors are started 
out to the Gaspe coast or to Hud- 
son Bay, sometimes in the dead 
of winter, when all Quebec is a 
solid sheet of snow and ice. 

Every complaint is investigated, 
and if there seems to be ground for 
prosecution the inspectors endeav- 
or to get their evidence, then re- 
port to the commission. The most 
frequent infringements are for sell- 
ing without license or staying open 
after hours. [Illicit selling is very 
profitable, since the taxes are s0 
high. 

In some instances distillation 
and the manufacture of spirits are 
attempted in the rural districts. 
These cases are difficult to round 
up, especially when they operate 
quietly in remote spots. Violence 
is almost unheard of, although not 
long ago one farmer who was dis- 
tilling on his premises shot at an 
invading inspector. 

Poison Jiquor cases are rare, but 
recently five people died after 
drinking liquor that was chiefly 
methylated spirits. This occurred 
in Levis, the little town across the 
river from the city of Quebec. It 
had voted itself dry by local op- 
tion immediately before this occur- 
rence. 

In the two dry counties of Que- 
bec—Brome and Compton—the 
Liquor Commission has no jurisdic- 
tion. It is extremely vigilant, how- 
ever, in Hull, which is across the 
river from Ottawa and so borders 
on dry Ontario. 

Whenever Ontario reproaches 
Quebec—as it frequently does— 
Quebec retorts by pointing to Hull, 
which it considers the sort spot in 
its domain. It is a fact that Otta- 
wans can leave dry Ontario and be 
in wet Quebec in a quarter of an 
hour. Hull succeeded ‘in selling 
60.139 gallons of spirits and 18,016 
gallons of wines last year, which is 
considerably more than the quan- 
tity sold by Montreal's most popu- 
lar liquor store. 

According to the police of Hull, 
arrests for all causes last year to- 
taled 1597, only 334 being residents 
of Hull. Most of them came from 
Ottawa. 

L. B. Cordeau, president of the 
Liquor Commission, is convinced 
that 80 per cent of the population 
of Quebec is whole-heartedly in fa- 
vor of the existing system of con- 
trol, in spite of the extensive rural 
dry area. 

“Our people are completely sat- 
isfied,”” he declared in an interview 
at the headquarters of the Liquor 
Commission in Montreai. 

“Everybody is satisfied with his 
lot. There are still—there will al- 
ways be—people who will not ob- 
serve the law. But for the greater 
part there is no attempt to violate 
the reculations laid down. The law 
works excellently in the clubs. 
There ts no trouble at all with the 
hotels which have permits. They 
adhere rigidly to the rules. I ad- 
mit that there still exist places 
which have no permits. 

“T wonld not say that a be"! boy 
in one of the big hotels might not 
try to make money by selling whis- 
ky illegally, but certainly the man- 
agement would never countenance 
anything of this sort. Their is too 
much at stake.” 

Cordeau pointed out that the 
commission’s police force was ac- 
tive all over the province and that 
during the summer, while the tour- 
ists are pouring in twenty-five men 
on motor-cycles patrol the border.

ROME HOWLS WITH JOY 
AT RETURN OF NOBILE 


Builder of Polar  Dirigible 
Norge Receives Public Thanks 
From Premier Mussolini. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Aug. 4.—Gen. Umberto 
Nobile, builder of the dirigible 
Norge of the Amundsen-E?Isworth 
North Pole expedition, a‘rived in 
Rome from Naples last night, ac- 
companied by the other Italian 
members of the expedition. Nobile 
stood on the balcony of the Chigi 
Palace at the side of Premier Mus- 
solini while the Fascist Premier 
spoke high praise of him and his 
companions, 

Mussolini said some persons had 
vainly attempted to dim Nobile’s 
“incomparable glory,” but that No- 
bile deserved triumphant honors 
“because you, an lian, planned 
the ship; you, an Italian, with oth- 
er Italians, built it: and you, an 
Italian, with other Italians, wisely 
guided it to the end of the ex- 
traordinary voyage.” He added 
that in the name of the Fascist 
Government and the Italian people 
he Gesired to give Gen. Nobile and 
his flight companions “an expres- 
sion of admiration and gratitude 
of the nation.” 

Dense crowds screamed with joy‘ 
Nobile’s reception, from the time of 
his arrival at the railway station 
until his presentation “‘to the people 
of Rome” from the palace balcony, 
was a triumph. As the train en- 
tered the station traffic stopped. 
Every artery in the center of the 
city was jammed. Scores of bands 
blared with martial music and 
flags waved from thousands of win- 
dows. 

A silver blimp dipped within a 
hundred feet of the crowd-black- 
ened streets. Several squadrons of 
airplanes droned overhead. 

After the elaborate reception 
formalities, Nobile, in an old-fash- 
ioned open coach drawn by four 
horses and accompanied by mount- 
ed policemen, proceeded slowly 
through the crowds to the palace. 

The climax, as far as Nobile him- 
self was concerned, came when he 
met Mussolini and received from 
him his personal thanks.

“French bank notes in circula- 
tion are covered with an amount 
of gold that shows the actual ex- 
change rate to be unjustifiable and 
absurd, but first we must keep the 
budget balanced. Before the end 
of the year we need 2,500,006,000 
francs, which we will find through 
economies.” 

Continuing his outline of his 
plan, he explained how the sink- 
ing fund will reabsorb into the 
treasury the short-term’ bonds, 
“but amortization of the franc is 
not sufficient to raise it where ‘t 
belongs,” he added. “It is neces- 
sary to bring back expatriated cap- 
ital as soon as possible.” 

To Punish Speculators,

Put Forward as Fcelers. 

Proposals by the American dele- 
gates for a separate conference be- 
tween Japan, Britain and the Unit- 
ed States, supposed to have ema- 
nated from Washington, have not 
been made official yet, but have 
been put forward as feelers. They 
were ‘turned down by the British 
delegates for the following reasons: 

Britain, unlike Japan and the 
United States. cannot consider 
world naval questions as predomi- 
nantly affecting the Pacific. Brit- 
ish naval interests in the Mediter- 
ranean at present, especially § in 
view of Italian naval expansion, are 
regarded here as paramount. Con- 
sequently, it would be impossibfe 
for Great Britain to go to Wash- 
ington to discuss cruiser limita- 
tion with Japan and the United 
States, unless at the same _ time 
France and Italy agreed to sub- 
mafine concessions, for naval strat- 
egy in the Mediterranean, as seen 
by the British admiralty, closely 
concerns itself with submarines in 
relation to fast cruisers.

The explanation is in part to be found in those 
omissions of justice of which we have just heard so 
much from the survey made for the American Bar 
Association. We make no serious effort to punisb 
murder. The commission which investigated the sit- 
uation for the Bar Association was quite frank in tell- 
ing us what we can do to minimize murder, but will 
we do it? If we will, the proof ought to come with 
the meetings of the state legislatures next winter. 
It is the state which tolerates murder if we have it, 
stops it if it is stopped. That, truly, is not a prov- 
ince of the state in which the central government 
has interfered. 

One enlightening feature of murder in the United 
States is its much greater prevalence among Negroes. 
This accounts somewhat for the high murder rate in 
St. Louis. Our rate last year was 21.2 per 100,000 
population. That is high for a Northern city, even 
Chicago having a rate of 17.5; but it is not high 
‘for a Southern city. Memphis recently pub- 
lished a pamphlet comparing the homicide rec- 
ords of Atlanta, Birmingham, Memphis and New 
Orleans. Memphis averaged in the two years 
1921-2, 61.8. Birmingham had 655.2; Atlanta 42.0 
and New Orleans 18.4. Jacks:mville, Fla., had a

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SOVIET GETS MATERIAL FOR 
SOCIALIST HISTORY IN U. S. 


Photostatic Copies of Old 
Letters to Russia. 
By the Associated Preas. 
| MADISON, Wis., Aug. 4.—Soviet | 
‘Russia has reached across.the sea 
ito the archives of the Wisconsin 
‘State Historical Society for aid in 
compiling what probably will be> 
‘the most extensive history of So- | 
'ejalism in the world. | 
Two hundred photostatic copies | 
of letters and manuscripts of the 
First Internationale in the State 
historical museum pave been sent 
to the Marx-Engels Institute at 
‘Moscow, Russia, which is one of 
the educational Institutions spon- 
sored by the soviet government. 
The collection is said to be the only 
records extant of the work of the 
Internationale while it had its 
‘headquarters in the United States. 
Officers of the institute appealed | 
‘to Prof. Selig Perlman, associate 
professor of economics at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin to secure for 
them the original documents or 
copies. Prof. Perlman, who {Is spe- 
cializing in the history of labor, | 
informed them that photostatic 
copies would be available, but that | 
the value of the documents pre- 
vented them from being sent any- | 
where. 
The letters are in the form of an | 
old letter book and are written in 
English, French and German. The 
‘book represents most of the busi- 
ness done by the Internationale | 
when it first came to New York in 
1872. The faded imprint of letters 
from all parts of the world are} 
scarcely legible, and doubly hard 
to photograph.
